What is really a Doomsday Book of 
)cndon is now in course of prepara- 
tion, The huge task of compiling 
such a*reeord of o city of the immy2 
sity of the Metropolis, which has an 
area of 115 square miles, wag com- 
menced by the London County Council 
fifteen years ago, and, though the un- 
dertaking is approaching completion, 
it is doubtful whether it will ove: he 
adequately finished, because there are 
bits of land which robody. owns; and 
which therefore cannot be properly 
mapped. The work will ft time be 

a full record of every house and owner 
Tharsot with the administrative coun- 
ty. 

The record is taking the form of 4 
gigantic map, made in sections. The 
seale is 5 feet-.per: mile. The new 
map will show at a glance tho owners 
of every bit of London, so far, of 
course, as owners are ready to ac- 
knowledge their ownership. London 
is divided up into over 28,000 different 
estates, and 14,000 people own their 
own houses and have to be placed on 
the map. Changes take place fre- 


quently, and so the rap will be kept 


up-to-date week _by week.
